position, It is therefore difficult to assess tbs extent to which current 
support for tbs Viet Utah is voluntary and tbs extent to Which it is the 
result of mass social, political and economic compulsion.

Counanisn during this period roast little to a majority of 
Vietnamese. Although It was widely known that Bo hlasslf and a nuober of 
important leaders of tbs Viet Mlnh were Cesmunlsts, even many of those 
few who were concerned lest this roan tbs emergence of a Oc—amst state 
in Vietnam felt that the Connie ts could he dealt with once Independence 


was secured. Such Canonist doctrine as waa propagated by the Viet Mlnh 
in tbs first few years of Its existence was offered tbs Vietnamese 
as an interpretation of their experience la a local conflict, l.e. In 
terse of a struggle to evict the french from Indochina. 

faking advantage of the almost menlmous popular suppo r t it 
enjoyed, the Viet Mlnh from the outset perfected its administrative 
structure, primarily through the institution of a series of "resistance 
and **s*2lstratlve eoroittees”, at regional, provincial and local village 
levels. These ocrocttteee ex e rc i se power over all phase# of life, including 
military affairs, agricultural activities, social rafazms, etc. They exist

with varying degrees of effectiveness even in areas which are under french- 
Vietnamese military control. 
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Ths oontlaued ability of the Viet Minh to prevent French force® 
during this period fras extending tfcshroootrol beyond the major cities, 
isolated strong points sad connecting lines of communication further 
increased Its prestige. Certain social reforms, notably a ness literacy 
campaign and a pronisJ of rent reduction also had a broad popular appeal. 

Tbs creation by ths French of a Vietnam* Government under Bao 
Bal with a considerable degree of sovereignty, In opposition to the 
Increasingly totalitarian Viet Minh regime, presented to ths Vietnamese e 
choice hitherto lacking. The result vas that a United matter of 
Vletaansse In areas under Freaoh-Vietname control actively supported 
Bao Bel and perhaps a larger mnher withdrew fron politics and became Saamm 
as "fence-sitters". 

On balance there has probably been no increase In support for the 
Viet Mirth, and perhaps a slight decrease , but, ae a result of tightened 
controls i a possible I n crea s e In ths effectiveness of Its support in areas 
under Its control. There is little likelihood that Its support will* 
increase in the future.

As Important as any other detexutaa&t Maintaining popular export 
for the Viet Mlah has been the slow progress towards creation of an 
effective non-Oaonunlet force that night appeal to the sane nationalist 
continent© on which the Viet Mlnh has thus far capitalized. Although 
negotiations for the return of Bao Dal began In 19^7, he did not return 

ms®* 
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until 191*9, and some of the more Important agreements regarding the 

transfer of authority from France to Vietnam rare not signed until 

December 1950. Many of these agreements are still to be implemented, 

and their net result to date is to grant Vietnam something less than 

independence. Meandhils, most Vietnamese fail to equate the limitations 

i«H»aed on their sovereignty with those inherent in an^rthodox Comunist 

regime suoh as the Viet Minh and oontinue to regard the Viet tSinh as an 

independent regime operated without outaidB influence* • 

It is unlikely that political conditions in Vietnam win cause 

any considerable increase in Viet Minh strength unless, as is deemed 

unlikely, the French Intend to grant political concessions to the

of in* tailing factional supporters la almost all positions of authority 
in both Borth and Sooth Vietnam (Central Victress remains the preserve of 
Governor Glao). Ttm support of the Dai Viet, powerful nationalist group, 
in Berth Vietnam, was lost to the government during the latest cabinet re* 
organisation. While the Prime Minister 9 e recent unequivocal statements 
calling for close collaboration with the Fretnh mod all-out war against 
the Viet Minh have evoked a most favorable response in francs, they have 
been received with relative apathy in Vietnam, where Btm Is popularly 
regarded as too closely identified with the french.

There has been no indication then far that Soviet and Chiaaee 
Canonist strategy calls for an early consolidation of Oanmlst 
control over Sodoohina* 2h this connection, the following considerations 
scene pertinent: 

(l) The Chinese Gosnmlat and 8oviet leaders view His atts&pts of 

each Connxnlst Party in Bast Asia to attain national power as part of 

the brooder struggle between O o — un lit and anti-Gcsnmlot forces throngiout 

the world, whose course and intensity they feel tj»y can and should in-

flusnoe* Ifcair general aln in participating positively in this world-wide 
conflict is to deprive their principal antagonist, the IB, of Influence

min sources of their own national and International power. Whether 
or not Moscow end Peiping choose to contribute materially to the operations 
of any one national Canonist Party will depend, though, on their existing 
capabilities, the risks involved, and the advantages to be gained. 

(2) Korea is at the ocoent the place where the pr inary conflict 

is being waged most Intensively and where Coananist China end the TB8R are 
directly and Indirectly Involved In military operations which may have 
no decisive outcome for some time. Peiping and Moscow are therefore 
constrained to view their possible courses of action In Zhioohlaa in 

the litfit of their strategic Interests Involved In the Korean war as well

as the advantages and risks that would accrue from their taking the action 
necessary to Insure an early consolidation of Communist control over 
SHachina. 

(3) Although thtl* strategic Interests la Korea may differ some- 
what, the TBSR and Casanalst China will both regard these Interests as 
having greater Importance than their Interests In hadochlna. The conflict 
In Korea currently Involves a struggle between TB-tiff and Chinese and 
Korean troops near the very borders of the tSSR# Moreover, Korea's 
poeseeslon In Coonunlet hands would pose an Immediate threat to Japan, 
whose capacity for playing a key role la antl-Coosamlst activities In 

the Par last is still recognised by Moscow and Peiping. The primary

(%) tte neks to Ceramist China and the USSR, graving out of 
the Measure* they would have to take to realise the strategic advantages 
afforded by early Osnunlit control over Indochina, are thought, moreover, 
to outweigh thcee advantages. She two Ceramist ommtriee would definitely 
ritt extending the area of their direct conflict with the world anti- 
Ooenunlat feres*. Even if the extended area of direct conflict remained 
restricted to Korea and Mach i ne, Ceramist China and the Soviet thion 
vould greatly Increase the danger of air and land attache upon Chinese 
territory and the solidification of public opinion in Europe sift Asia 
against the Ceramist covenant. It is not likely that Moscow and 
Peiping are now ready to risk these setbacks to the world Ooraunlst note* 
meat and to the primary source* of their own strength.

B. Limitations on Chinese Communist Cast&ilitlee

The Korean war’s effects on Chinese Cconmist intentions toward 

Bodcchina are still not entirely clear. While It cannot he shewn that 

the Korean war caused Bei-p’iag to abandon plans it eight have had to 

invade In d o c hin a, It can he said with some aesuranoe that its military 

eoamitasnts in Korea have not affected significantly its intention to 

maintain the constant threat of a military Invasion over the Trench 

conmaad in Scdoohina.

Within Ceramist China, the hitman and material resources of the 

country have been largely mobilised in support of the Korean fighting. 

Military supplies nevertheless apparently continue to reach depots in

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D. Probable Chinese Communist Intentions and Actions Respecting 
Bodochlna — — 

Chinese Ccwmiets have taken no pains to hide their desire that 
the Trench-led force© In Ihdoohlna he defeated by force of arms. The 
Chinese Coamunlata appear confident that the Vietnamese Coaggcnlete have 
the capacity for self-generated growth and night eventually eliminate, 
molded. Trench authority frca Indochina, but they probably desire never- 
theless to accelerate that process to the extent allowed by their 
reso ur ces and other foreign coBBltaoztte. Tb this end, they apparently 
Intend for the Immediate future merely to continue (l) providing military 
training and aid as available to the Vietnamese Ccnwualst amice, asd (2) 
placing the French -led farces under the throat of a large-scale Invasion 
beyond their power to withstand. Ibis would enable the "Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam" to plan its activities with the hope that it could 
ultimately call upon a much greater military strength than Its own for its 
defense « That the Chinese Conwunlats do not at present plan Increased 
covert assistance or direct intervention Is Indirectly Indicated by 
resent Viet Mli& pronouncements stressing a return to guerrilla warfare 
and reliance on their cm strength,
